to the people of the .county,’’ began Colonel 
Adair as he p ed to give his reasons why 
the. resolutions should be adopted. ‘The 
people are very much stirred up about the 
missing records, and I think the commissioners 
will be upheld in g | steps looking to their 
recovery. You see, the people of Atlanta do 
a great deal of trading in real estate, and they 
consider it a hardship to have to pay the 
abstract company a big fee for any abstract 
they may desire.

THE BACK TAX COLLECTOR. 

The commissioners are also after Mr. R. A. 
Collins, who is in their employ as special tax 
collector. 

Some time ago an arrangement was made 
with this gentleman forthe collection of cer- 
tain back taxes upon property which had es- 
caped taxation. Mr. Collins was to receive 
for his services seventy-five per cent of the 
gross amount collected. Seventy-five per cent 
seems a mighty big proportion to go tothe 
collector, and there has been nota little talk 
about the matter. 

This was brought toahead, yesterday, by 
the following resolution, introduced by Colonel] 
Adair: 

Resolved, That the collector, Mr. R. A. Collins, 
be requested to make an immediate report of the 
amount he has collected on back taxes by the 18th 
instant. 

Resolved, That the office of back tax collector be 
abolished, and that the regular tax collector be re- 
quested to attend:to the work. 

Mr. Collins thought that the latter resolu- 
tion was not feasible, as he considered it im- 
possible for the tax collector to do that work 
without a great deal of additional assistance. 

Mr. Hunnicutt suggested that the second 
resolution should be withflrawn. 

Mr. Kiser seconded the resolutions. He 
thought it the duty of the tax collector to col- 
lect these back taxes, and, while he should at- 
tend to this work without any such action of 
the board, it would be well to pass the reso- 
lutions. 

“The tax collector,’’ says he, “is wiNing 
to do the work if itis placed in his’ hands,” 
said Mr. Kiser. ‘‘The

in more respects than one. Large property 
owners complaindhat they are greatly annoyed 
by having this collector after them for back 
taxes when, as they claim, these have been 
paid. Colonel Grant told me that a number of 
persons had complained to him, thinking that 
he was still a member of this board.’’ 

Mr. Collins said that the present necessity 
for the back-tax collector is the result of neg- 
ligence in keeping the tax books in the past. 
He thought that the work was of such a na- 
ture that the county tax collector could not at- 
tend to it. Frequently property is listed for 
taxation upon the city books. but not upon the 
county books. All this must be looked up, as 
must all that never has been listed atall. ~ 

“If the county tax receiver can do the work 
and will do it,’”’ said Dr. Wilson, “I will favor 
its being placed in his hands. If not, the 
present system will do.”’ ¢

WHO CARRY AWAY A FEW DOLLARS. 


Tho Family Leave For the Summer~—Th 
Negro Woman in Charge of the 
House Discovers Them. 


Major John A. Fitten’s residence, on Capitol 
avenue, at Jones street, has been ransacked by 
burglars, and the detectives are now hard at 
work upon the case, with fine prospects of 
success. 

The burglary occurred day before yesterday, 
but was not known untiF yesterday. 

Major Fitten’s family is away from home for 
the summér. Before leaving home the ward- 
robes, dressers and closets were all filled with 
such articles as should be packed away. The 
windows in allthe rooms were fastened and 
the shutters drawn to. .The room doors were 
locked, and everything deft just as it should 
be and just as the major’s family expected to 
find it upon returning. The residence was 
left in cae of a faithful servant, who knew 
how everything was arranged in the house, and 
who had before taken most excellent care of 
es property when the family was away from 
10mMe. . 

Day before yesterday the negro woman left 
the place for a short time, and when she re- 
turned founda back door open. The open 
door was a surprise to the woman,' and while 
she was trying to solve what appeared to be a 
mystery to her, she noticed an open window in 
the second story of the building. Thinking 
some of the family had possibly returned, the 
woman entered the house, but instead of find- 
inga pleasant surprise, an unpleasant one 
awaited her. The doors leading from the 
hall into several of the rooms were standing 
open and the rooms were in great disorder. 

he dressers, wardrobes, closets, etc., had 
been opened and the contents scattered about 
promiscuously. The floor was strewn with 
various articles of wearing apparel, papers, 
books and toys. A glance showed that a bur- 
eo instead of a member of the family had 

en inthe house during the woman’s absence. 

The discovery frightened the woman. She 
feared to make her discovery known, because 
sife had been away fromthe house, but later in 
the day imparted the information to some gen- 
tlemen living near Major Fitten’s. Yesterday 
morning the matter was reported at police 
hefidquarters, and Detective Simpson went out 
to investigate it. At the residence the detec- 
tive heard the negro woman’s story, which 
was the same she had told persons living 
by. It was, in substance, that just as 
she went into the back yard a negro man 
came out of the back door and rushing’by her 
ran rapidly away. She described the man 
accurately and then the detective began look- 
ing around. He soon became satisfied that an 
entrance was effected by climbing upon the 
roof of the ell and forcing a window leading 
into the residence. 

During the day the detective, aided by Cap, 
tain Crim, found a man answering the descrip- 
tion = given by the woman.
